Simon favors more ethanol use 


One of the bright spots on the 
horizon for struggling farmers is 
finding new uses for agricultural 
products. 

I have introduced a bill to 
greatly expand our use of etha- 
nol, requiring that half of all 
gasoline in this country will con- 
tain 10 percent ethanol by 1992. 
Ethanol is an alcohol fuel gener- 
ally made from corn. 

At the present time, 7 percent 
of all gasoline sold contains 10 
percent ethanol. The advantages 
of greater ethanol use include 
better corn prices for farmers 
(even the present use of ethanol 
has raised the price of corn 
about 11 cents a bushel), cleaner 
air for our cities, less depen- 
dence on Middle Eastern oil,.and 
billions of dollars saved in the 
federal budget because of low- 
ered subsidy payments. 

Corn syrup is rapidly replac- 
sugar in many foods and we 
soon have a biodegradable 

plastic made from corn. Tests 


CALVERT 
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are being run on a corn-based 
road de-icer that will reduce 
winter salt damage to roads and 
cars. 

Now there are reports of a 
new use for soybeans that has 
particular appeal to me as a 
journalist and former newspaper 
editor. Soybean oil is being used 
ta, make printing ink. The new 
i recently made its debut in 
Mllinois with the Soybean Check- 
off Reporter, a. bi-monthly 
mailed to 81,000 Illinois soybean 
farmers. The newspaper is 
printed in. Rantoul. 

Several other newspapers are 
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testing the soybean oil ink. Soy- 
bean officials estimate the new 
use provides a potential annual 
market for 300 million pounds of 
soybean oil. 

The ink has the additional 
advantage of being environmen- 
tally safe, an important factor 
since waste ink from the ordi- 
nary printing process can-be tox- 
ic. 

Increased demand for farm 
products, coupled with better 
management of production, will 
strengthen market prices .and 
help lower the cost of ‘cutrent 
federal programs. 

The troubled farm economy 
has hurt rural communities par- 
ticularly hard, but its tentacles 
reach far beyond. Agricultural 
research that leads to new tech- 
nologies and products will help 
more than just the farm econo- 
my.

Phone charges increase, 
long-distance cost down 


As part of a plan to keep tele- 
phone rates reasonably priced in 
the future, the monthly supple- 
mental line charge paid by Illi- 
nois Bell residence and single- 
like business telephone custom- 
ers increased 60 cents from $2 to 
$2.60 on July 1. 

The adjustment is part of a 
Federal Communications Com- 


mission (FCC) plan; adopted in™ 


1984, to price ‘total and 
long-distance .calls closer to the 
cost of providing each service. 

The $2.60 supplemental line 
charge will fepiace part of the 
subsidy for local telephone lines 
historically built into out-of-state 
long distance rates, allowing the 
long-distance rates to decrease. 

Illinois Bell revenues won't 
change ‘because the 60-cent 
increase is offset by the 
decrease in revenue the compa- 
ny receives from long-distance 
companies. 

“The 60-cent increase will be 


more than offset by eventual ~ 


long-distance calls,’’ said Fred 
K. Konrad, Illinois Bell assistant 
vice president. 

lllinois Bell’s multi-line busi- 
ness customers already are pay- 
ing the full $3.90 per line neces- 
sary to replace the subsidy from 
long distance rates, so no further 
increase is necessary. 

The $3.90 charged by Illinos 
Bell is among, the lowest-in the 
country — weli below the $6 
charge allowed by the FCC. - 

“Illinois Bell’s charge is con- 
siderably. less than the national 
average because our costs of 
Beoysng service are much low- 

Konrad said. 

"He said the adjustment will 
keep local telephone rates down 
and is a big step toward cost- 
based pricing, which will pre- 
vent the loss of customers.

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Session basically 
pleases legislators 


SPRINGFIELD — Rep. Jim 
McPike, D-Alton, said legislators 
were given the choice this ses- 
sion of raising taxes or keeping 
spending in line and most 
favored the latter. 

As House Majority Leader, 
McPike was one of the key 
architects of the final budget 
sent to the governor and the 
decison to not include the tradi- 
tional pork barrel or legislator 
local add-ons to the appropria- 
tions bills. 

“There is no pork in this bud- 
get because there is no money 
for it,”’ he said. 

He said among the requests 
from his own district he had to 
reject this spring was another $1 
million for wis & Clark Com- 
munity College, $600,000 for sew- 
ers in Hartford and $1.1 million 
to recreate the fort of explorers 
George Rogers Lewis and Meri- 
wether Clark in Wood River. 

“‘We asked the members in 
our caucus when they said they 
wouldn’t support a tax increase: 
‘Are you personally willing to go 
home with no pork?” and the 
answer was yes.”’ 

MePike also initiated a critical 
study of the governor’s Build 
Illinois program, which Thomp- 
son had frequently touted during 
his re-election campaign last 
fall. As part of his tax proposal, 
the governor had sought to sub- 
stantially expand Build Illinois. 

McPike said he convinced 
House Speaker Michael Madigan 
and House Republican leader 
Lee Daniels the program should 
be curtailed except for projects 
already promised last year. The 
House is now “‘dead set against 
any expansion of Build Illinois,”’ 
he said. 

Outside of the budget and tax 
talk that doinated the session, 
McPike conceded there were not 
a lot of major issues. But he 
argued “‘every major issue you 
can ‘think of was addressed in 
the past four yéars.”’ 

McPike did cite the groundwa- 
ter protection bill as a major 
environmental initiative this ses- 
sion, in which he had negotiated 
a compromise between environ- 
mental and business advocates. 

As far as his own legislative 
district, McPike cited the legis- 
lation to crate the Southwestern 
Illinois Development Authority 
and a $250,000 appropriation for 
its startup. 

Although he msavowed any 
“pork"”’ in the b¥dget this year, 
McPike noted the _ Illinois 
Department of Transportation 
agreed earlier this spring to pro- 
vide $180,000 for, lighting the 
Homer Adams, Parkway in Alton 
out of its existing budget after 
McPike had introduced an 
appropriations bill at the request 
of parkway businessmen. 

Sen. Sam Vadalabene, D-Ed- 
wardsville, started the session 
under unusual circumstances. He 
was sworn in for his 21st year in 
the General Assembly in Janu- 
ary at his home in Edwardsville 
rather than in the Statehouse 
because he was recuperating 
from his December multiple 
bypass heart surgery. 

Traditionally one of the most 
prolific bill-sponsors in other 
years, Vadalabene deliberately 
carried a light load this session 
for health reasons. 

Vadalabene described the ses- 
sion as “unusual” and expressed 
frustration at the lack of atten- 
tion to providing state money for 
“roads, bridges and new con- 
struction.” 

Vadalabene was clearly frus- 
trated at the inability to get 
funding for some local projects 
he had been working on this 
spring after legislative budget 
kingpins, including McPike took 
a “no add-on’’ position on capital 
proeces not in the governor’s 
udget. 

Vadalabene said he ha 
arranged several meetings wit 
village of Harford official to get 
funding for a new separate 
storm water sewer system to 
alleviate a problem of basement 
flooding with raw sewage. He 
said he was ‘‘very disappointed”’ 
funding was not included in bills 
sent to the governor.

Otherwise, Demuzio said it 
was a “‘good environmental ses- 
sion” citing his package of bills 
to further crack down on illegal 
hazardous. waste dumpers. 
Demuzio has made hazardous 
waste bills one of his specialities 
since the Wilsonville controversy 
erupted in his district in 1977. 

Rep. Tom Ryder of -Jersey- 
ville, said he found the session 
“‘disappointing because we had 
the opportunity to deal with 
some major issues in a non-cri- 
sis atmosphere and it didn’t hap- 

a) 

Although a major package on 
helping ‘‘aging out’’ mentally 
disabled persons sponsored by 
Ryder and House GOP leader 
Daniels was sent to the goven- 
ror, the budget crunch will not 
make it possible to fund much of 
it, he said. 

The package is intended to 
help mentally disabled persons 
age 22 and over 

Ryder also sponsored bills 
aimed at giving more attention 
to the problems of homeless 
mentally ill persons who are 
repeatedly readmitted to mental 
health centers and said it was 
unfortunate more funds weren't 
available in that area. 

But he said he also generally 
supported the spending con- 
straint showed by the legislature 
this spring in the absence of sup- 
port for tax hikes. 

“A lot of folks in my district 
think the absence of pork barrel 
projects in this project is great. 
Overall it’s a good budget and a 
tight budget,” Ryder said. 

Rep. Gary Hannig, D-Benld, 
had flatly opposed any state tax 
increases from the start this ses- 
sion and praised the General 
Assembly for “putting our foot 
on the brakes for both taxes and 
spending.”’ 

“From the taxpayers’ point of 
view we made the goveror an 
honest man. He was perceived 
as being against a tax increase 
before the election by most peo- 
ple and we held him to that 
pledge.”” 

Although Hannig said he 
believed the budget for operation 
of state agencies sent to the gov- 
ernor,was adequate ‘‘my con- 
cern is he may be angry at the 
legislature and may take it out 
on the budgets and the people.”” 

Among his own bills he consid- 
ered significant the ones to 
require state agencies to pur- 
chase only domestic agricultural 
products, to expand a program 
to help: dieplaced farmers find 
new jobs. 

Sam Wolf, D-Granite 
City, said he was “not surprised 
he governor’s tax package went 
down the drain” and “‘a lot of 
legislators decided we didmt 
need it and the people have loud- 
ly said no.”’

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Legislative winners... 


I Ries own a home, buy a‘six-pack, use a credit card or have 
tickets, the work of the Illinois General Assembly could 
-affect you. 
- Here is. a sumimmary of some of the major legislation sent to 
-Gov. James R. Thompson, who must sign the bills before they 
become law: 

* Smoke Detectors: You would be required to have at least one 
«smoke detector in your home or apartment by July of next year. 

New and substantially- remodeled homes would have to havea 
«smoke detector before anyone moves in, and all other housing 

would be required to have smoke detectors by July 1, 1988. 
*** Pull Tabs: You won’t have to worry about stepping on those 
metal pull-tabs from. beverage cans for much longer because the 
Legislature voted to ban the sale of cans with detachable tabs 
after July 1988. 

* Credit Cards: You will be able to call the state Department of 
Financial Institutions to find out who has the cheapest credit-card 
interest rates in the state. Every company offering credit cards in 
Illinois would be required to report its rate to the department. 

* Smokeless Tobacco: Selling or giving free samples of smoke- 
less tobacco to anyone under 18 years old would be. outlawed. 
Violations would be punishable by a first-time penalty of between 
$100 and $500. 

* Seat Belt Law: Mandatory seat belts are still required, but 
police won’t be able to pull you over just because you're not 
Wearing them. The clarification would prohibit police from mak- 
ing a traffic stop solely on the basis that a driver or passenger is 
not wearing a seat belt. 

* Drunken Driving: Repeat drunken drivers would face some of 
the nation’s toughest penalties. The new standards would impose a 
three-year revocation for a second offense and a six-year revoca- 
tion for a third offens: Yt third conviction could bring up to three 
years in prison. 

* Education: Parents would be able to take advantage of state 
‘tax-exempt bonds to set aside money for their children’s college 
education. 

* Multistate Lottery: You might be able to win lottery jackpots 
of up to $80 million after the Legislature authorized Illinois to 
particiate in a proposed multistate lottery. 

, Grass Tax: You would be charged with tax evasion if you’re 
caught selling marijuana and other controlled substances that you 
haven't bought a tax stamp for. 


And losers 


Many of the proposals that made headlines during the General 
‘Assembly’s spring session never made it to the governor’s desk. 
Here is a rundown on some of the big losers: 

* Seat Belts: An effort to unbuckle the state’s mandatory seat- 

belt law stalled in the face of Gov. James R. Thompson’s threat to 
veto the repealer. Opponents of the 2-year-old law said that it 
hasn’t reduced traffic fatalities and that only about one-third of 
the state’s motorists buckle up. 
, * Motorcycle Helmets: Pressure from Motorcyclists’ groups put 
the brakes on a bill requiring bikers to wear helmets. Opponents 
echoed the arguments against the mandatory seat-belt law, saying 
a helmet requirement* would violate freedom of choice and 
wouldn't necessarily reduce traffic deaths. 

* No Smoking: The tobacco industry snuffed out- proposals to 
restrict smoking in public places. Supporters of the idea said it 
would not deny anyone the right to smoke and would protect 
non-smokers from exposure to second-hand smoke. 

* Comparable Worth: Legislation promoting pay equity for 

women in state jobs was narrowly rejected in both houses, but 
supporters of so-called ‘‘comparable worth’’ said they were 
encouraged by the close votes. 
’ * No Pass-No Play: Bills that would tighten academic standards 
for high school athletes went nowhere as lawmakers awaited a 
report from a special House-Senate committee on the General 
Assembly’s role in establishing such standards. 

* Sexual Devices: A proposal to outlaw the retail sale of 
“obscene sexual devices’ cleared the House but stalled in.the 
Senate. The bill would have barred the retail sale of sexual para- 
phernalia unless a buyer had a doctor’s prescription. 

* Dog Racing: A bill that would have allowed greyhond race 
tracks in Peoria and East St. Louis stumbled in the Senate after 
opponents said dog racing would compete with the state’s finan- 
Gially ailing horse-racing industry.

One of the oldest staté. agen- 


cies, the Ilinois Depeemect of 
Public Health, will mark its 
110th anniversary on July 12. 

The department was estab- 
lished in 1877 beginning with 
three employees and a biennial 
budget of $5,000 to administer 
two new state laws. The Medical 
Practice Act required the licens- 
ing of medical practitioners, and 
the State Board of Health Act 
directed the new agency to pro- 
mote sanitation. 

Today, the department 
employs 1,244 people, adminis- 
ters an’ annual budget of more 
than $200 million and conducts 
more than 100 different _ pro- 
grams and services, said Dr. 
Bernard J. Turnock, state health 
director. 

Major department initiatives 
are: AIDS control activities, 
including the “‘AIDS: Fact for 
Life’’ public education_cam- 

paign; Famlies With a Future, 

infant mortality reduction ini- 
tiative; and Parents Too Soon, a 
campaign to avert pregnancies 
among teenagers. 

Over the years, some responsi- 
bilities of the department have 
been spun off to create new 
agencies, such as the Depart- 
ment of Registration and Educa- 
tion (1916), the Environmental 
Protection Agency (1970) and the 
Department of Nuclear Safety 
(1980). 

The 110th birthday will be 
observed on July.10 in the 
department’s central offices in 
Springfield and at nine regional 
offices around the state.

GRANITE CITY — At-Home 
Professional Care, a service in 
its infancy at St. Elizabeth Medi-

A few months later, on July 1, 
the At-Home service was busy 
celebrating an anniversary of its 
own — its first.

“It will be someone you know, 
a fireman or a policeman, arid 
they will contract the virus 
through the mishandling of blood 
or some other non-sexual or 
non-drug use means.” 

Sweet, former Wood River city 
attorney who now represents 
school districts, told members 
that ‘‘crisis dealing’ won’t work. 

“When you get your first 
(AIDS) victim, the word will get 
out. You’re going to get flack 
and you're going to have to be 
prepared to deal with it. — 

“I’m disappointed that the 
state has not taken the lead (to 
outline procedures for communi- 
ties when AIDS strikes),’’ he 
said. 

“Some states have mandated 
procedures for schools, cities 
and businesses to follow,’ he 
said, ‘‘but here, you will have to 
have a plan of your own. 

“You need to have preventive 
measures in place before it hap- 
pens and you need to have a 
plan for when it does. 

“You will be confronted with 
the rights of the individual ver- 
sus the rights of felllow workers. 

“When a city worker gets 
AIDS and you let the informa- 
tion out, then you’ve gone public 
and you'll be “subject to a slan- 
der suit by the AIDS victim and

his family. If you conceal the 
information, then other employ- 
ees, if they find out, will feel 
that they should have been. told 
and you may wind up in court 
there, too.” 

He said it is a dilemma that 
even unions don’t know how to 
handle. 


“So far, the courts have 


favored the individual. The 
employer (the city). must show 
just cause for dismissal. The 


problem with dismissing an 
employee with AIDS is that you 
won't be able to find a doctor 
who is able to testify in your 
favor. 

“No one will testify today that 
casual contact causes AIDS. If 
you fire an AIDS victim, you'll 
be in court having to provide 
cause-and-effect evidence, and 
there is no evidence, to date, on 
your side. You’ll lose. s 

“That means the employee 
will be reinstated and now you 
are faced with paving to say 
that everything is safe, when 
you've already made a state- 
ment that it’s not (by firing the 
individual).’” 

Sweet said the courts are 
behind on the issue. He said the 
Supreme Court has not dealt 
with an AIDS case yet, because 
no-case has gone that far. 

“When a case does get that 
far, the ruling will likely be in 
favor of the AIDS victim. The 
Supreme Court has ruled in a 
hepatitis case, and it ruled that 
hepatitis is a handica| The 
worker was reinstate “after 
being fired.

\ eal interpretation is so impor- 
tant,” he said.

evaluated for appropriate treat- 
ment — which in. take several 
weeks until the optimum solution 
is found. 

While many of these tients 
spend that time in the hospital 
— often just being monitored — 
this device may provide a safe, 
effective, and less costly alterna- 
tive by providing effective moni- 
toring and emergency tredtment 
capability at home, Ruffy said. 

Heart rhythm. problems, or 
arrhythmias, are common heart 
problems which can be managed 
with drugs, surgical treatment, 
or electronic devices. 

“During an episode, the heart 
may evolve to a disorganized 
state," Ruffy said. “‘Instead of 
beating regularly, it quivers like 
a bag of worms, losing all pump- 
ing function.”” 

In some patients, maintaining 
normal heart function can be 
accomplished by implanting a 
pacemaker or an internal defi- 
brillator. 

The implantable defibrillator, 
which is placed under the skin of 
the abdomen, monitors the heart 
continuously and delivers a 
shock when it detects an abnor- 
aml rhythm. While this device 
can be livesaving for people with 
Sudden Cardiac Death Syn- 
drome, implantin it still 
requires a major chest opera- 
tion, therefore limiting its’ use in 
fragile patients. 






In addition, it has infortu- 
nate side effect delivering 
shocks inappropriately in. about 
one out of five patients, based on 


a Jewish Hospital study. 


Nevertheless, the device has 
made the difference in saving 
lives in nearly 30 percent of the 
study group. Jewish Hospital 
was one of the first in the coun- 
try to use the implantable defi- 
brillator, and has implanted 
more than 40 since 1982. 


While the permanent implanta- 
tion of such devices may be the 
ultimate choice for some 
patients, the Medphone device 
may be able to,provide an inter- 
im measure of security until the 
best treatment method can be 
determined. 


“For example, a person who 
has had a large heart attack 
goes through a period of recov- 
erey which may be unstable,”’ 
Ruffy said. ‘‘Instead of having to 
make definitive decisions early 
— when the heart attack is still 
in evolution — we may be able 
to wait until the healing process 
is completed and then attack the 
chronic problem.”

The. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers stated alcohol can make 
non-swimmers out of swim- 
mers. Alcohol is reported to 
play a significant contributing 
role in drownings and other 
water accidents. Some esti- 
mates report that 50 percent of 
all drowning victims over the 
ae of 11 may have been legal- 
ly drunk. However, one must 
remember that even the small- 
est amount of alcohol in the 
bloodstream may take down a 
swimmer. 

Although alcohol has been 
used since about 8000 B.C., 
there are still many myths 
about alcohol that are not true: 
_ Myth: Beer’ is less intoxicat- 

“ing than wine or distilled 
liquor. 

Fact: One 12 oz. beer con- 
tains the same amount of alco- 
hol as 4 ounces of 12 percent 
wine or 14 ounces of 86 proof 
liquor. 

Myth: Diluting hard liquor 
shows the absorption rate. 

Fact: Diluting an alcoholic 
beverage with water or fruit 
juice slows abssorption. Mixing 
alcohol with a carbonated bey- 
rage increases absorption and 
intoxicates you more quickly. 

Myth: A jump in the water, 
coffee, physical activity, or

Fact:—Cold water and coffee 
will only produce a clean, 
wide-awake drunk. Only your 
liver can detoxify alcohol. 7 For

Alcohol affects the ability to 
function ‘in three critical ways. 
Balance, judgment, and reac- 
tion time are affected almost 
immediately. 

Alcohol’s effect on balance 
can be critical on a boat. When 
“tipsy,” the unstable, moving 
platform of the boat can easily 
cause a boater to fall over- 
board. The alcohol also reduces 
the body’s ability to protect 
against the cold water. Within 
minutes, the victim may not be 
able to call for help, swim to a 
float, or reach the safety of the 
boat. 

Alcohol also intensifies the 
Effect of caloric labyrinthitis, a 
term for the disorientation 
caused by water entering the 
ear. A drunk person whose 
head is immensed can become 
so confused that he swims 
down to death instead of up to 
safety. 

"Phis is why some good swim- 
mers who have been drinking 
suddenly drown with no appar- 
ent reason. Alcohol also 
reduces inhibitions, causing 
normally cautious people to try 
stunts or enter high-risk situa- 
tions a sober person would 
avoid.

@. My children are involved 
with school sports. Their eating 
habits are questionable before 
and after exercise or competi- 
tion. Please give me some 
lines to follow for the athlete. 
Concerned mother. 

Dear Concerned mother: 

A. Nutrition and exercise are 
the major building blocks of 
health. By selecting wisely the 
foods you eat, you prepare your- 
self for optimum performance. 
Vitamin and mineral needs for 
athletes are about the same as 
those of a nonathlete of the same 
-size, age and sex. A well-bal- 
anced diet is the best way to sat- 
isfy these nutrient needs. The 
big difference between a nonath- 
lete’s and an athlete’s require- 
ment. is how much energy they 
require. The number of calories 
needed depends on the sport; 
some require more energy than 
others. For instance, golf and 
bowling don’t use up as many 
calories as track and football. 
Consume eno’ calories to-fuel 

our sport without overconsum- 
ing, thereby endangering the 
normal weight for your height 


| and body frame. 


Many athletes are supersti- 
tious about what they eat before 
an event. The foods eaten will 
not magically enhance an ath- 
lete’s performance; however, the 
timing, size, and composition of 
the meal can make a difference. 

The meal should be eaten 
three to four hours before an 
event. Because fats and proteins 
take longer to digest than carbo- 
hydrates, the meal should be 
high in carbohydrates, low in 
fatty or fried foods, and provide 
a moderate amount of protein. 
Avoid high fiber or gas-produc-

Natural chemicals -réleased 
into the bloodstream when a per- 
son is» under stress may 
strengthen the body’s ability to 
fight off disease — and could; 
prove to be an important factor 
in the control of disorders that 
attack the immune system, said 
scientists at the University of 
Illinois at. Chicago (UIC). 

It has been discovered that 
enkephalins, which come pri- 
marily from the pituitary and 
adrenal glands, increase the 
numbers of helper cells and nat- 
ural killer cells within the 
immune system during, stressful 
situations. 

This could lead to new insights 
into the relationship between 
stress7and disease, said immu- 
nologist and principal study 
investigator. avid---Ou -and 
researcher Mark D. Widerhold. 
Enkephalins are a type of chem- 
ical known as neuropeptides. 

Ou, who announced the find- 
ings this spring in Washington, 
D.C., at the annual meeting of 
the Federation of American Soci- 
eties for Experimental Biology, 
- a Jaqulty memper ie fs 
iepartment 0! ology of the 
University of thinol euege of 
Medicine at Chicago and chief of 
immunology service at thé West 
Side Veterans AdntiniStration 
Medical Center, Chicago. 

“Natural killer cells have the 
ability to destroy tumor and 
virus-infected cells,”’ Ou 
explained. 

“Helper cells are the conduc- 
tors. of the immune system 
orchestra; they ensure that other 
cells do their jobs properly in 
preventing disease. 

“The AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency) virus, for example; 
renders a person defenseless 
because it invades and knocks 
out these helper cells. 

“By Rnowing that, enkephalins 
can increase the number of hel 
er cells and natural killer cells 
in a majority of instances, we

Fruit juice, such as orange or 
grapefruit juic, are an excellent 
way.to replace fluid and electro- 
lytes lost through sweating. 

5. Avoid carbonated bever- 
ages, coffee, tea or alcohol. 

Favorite foods should be 
served at the post-event meal. A 
well-balanced meal that is high 
in-earbohydrates, moderate in 
protein and fat,’ similar to a 
training diet, is appropriate. Be 
sure-to include lots of. fruit 
juices as these beverages will 
replace fluids and potassium lost 
through sweating. 


Fresh fruits and -vegetables 
will replace other - electrolyte 
losses. Lightly salt food to 
replace sodium loss, if the event 
has been particularly strenuous. 
Whether you are exercising: in 
competition or for yourself, you 
are sure to come out a winner if 
your training regimen mcludes a 
nutritious diet. -

However, if the 
stressful. conditions persist, the 
defensive mechanisms seem to 
exhaust themselves and the indi- 
vidual becomes more susceptible 

,”” Ou said. 5 

One theory is that enkephalins, 
once released into the blood, 
may speed —development_ of 
immature helper cells into 
full-fledged, functioning cells in 
the immune system. Eventually, 
the stock of immature cells dries 
up and the immune system 
begins to weaken, Widerhold 
said. 

Although the precise biological 
function of enkephalins is. still 
unknown, the chemicels “‘could

First lady Caroline Harrison 
had a large family — four gener- 
tions under one While House roof 
— and had to share her home 
with politicians and favor seek- 
ers: “I’ve been a show, the 
whole family’s been a Show 
since Mr. Harrison was elect- 
ed...”” 

The most famous household 
member — at least the most 
photographed — was Benjamin 
Harrison’s grandson, ‘‘Baby’’ 
McKee. Amateur and profession- 
al photographer armed with the 
new easy-to-operate Kodakbox 
camera, chased Baby, driving 
his own goal cart, around the 
White House grounds. 

The only president to wed in 
the White House. 49-year-old 
bachelor Grover Cleveland, mar- 
ried 21-year-old Frances Folsom- 
in 1886. It was largely owing to 
false stories of Cleveland’s biu- 
tality toward the popular first 
lady — which she decried public-

And so they did — this time 
with little ‘“‘Baby Ruth,’” who 
became the ‘nation’s sweet- 
heart.” Just the same, when her 
mother, alarmed by smothering 
pantie attention to the tiny tot, 

ad the gates to the wide-open 
White House grounds closed, 
ugly rumors circulated that the 
child was deformed. The Cleve- 
lands rose above rumor, and in 
1893, their second daughter, 
Esther, became the only presi- 
dent’s child to be born in the 
White House. . 

Both press and public loved 
the youthful Theodore Roosevelet 
family. Ike Hoover, then chief 
usher, later called them. ‘‘the 
wildest scramble in the history 
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Alice, 17; Theodore Jr., 14; 
Kermit, 12; Ethel, 10; Archibald, 
7, and Quentin, 3, came to the 
mansion on short notice in Sep- 
tember 1901, when Vice Presi- 
dent. Roosevelt became president 
upon _McKinley’s assassination. 
Still, they brought along horses, 
dogs, cats, parrots, frogs, white 
mice, guinea pigs, a kangaroo 
rat and a blue macaw named Eli 
Yale. Alice went visiting with 
Emily Spinach,a green snake 
named for a thin aunt. 

Atgonquin, the calico* pony, 
traveled upstairs in the elevator 
to cheer an ailing Archie.

On a hot summer afternoon, 
few places,are as inviting as 
Laumeier Sculpture Park in 
south St. Louis County. With its 
lovely expanses .of- manicured 

n lawns.and woodsy ‘hiking 
trails, the park is a veritable 
haven. from hustle and—bustle 
and city heat. But it has far 

more to offer than this. 

A bequest in 1975 to St. Louis 
Pst by the late Henry and 

Mathilde Laumeier, the park 
was comsidered from the outset 
to bes’ a.‘museum without 
walls,"* its purpose to encourage 
the ‘development of modern 
sculpture and make it available 
to the public. 

The collection has grown rap-. 
idly since the initial gift of 40 
original sculptures was made by 
St. Louis artist Ernest Trova. 
Interest. in- the park has grown 
just as rapidly, possibly because 
of the controversy generated in 
Laumeier’s. early days, when 
many argued-that modern art 
had no place in a public park. 
People ¢ame: to see what the 
fuss was: about.

recreational facilities, St. Loui- 
sans flocked to Laumeier, mak- 
ing it one of the. most popular 
parks in the county system, with 
250,000 visitors a year. 

There's something for every- 
one. The lovely stone building, 
once a summer home for the 
Laumeiers, houses an art gal- 
lery. Here contemporary sculp-

ture, drawings, paintings, 
ceramics and photography are 
regularly on y.. Also here 
is an Orientation Center, which 
features a 14-minute video show- 
ing the many attractions and 
programs of Laumeier to visi- 
tors. A jewel of a gift shop tuck- 
ed into a roomy corner offers 
treasures (at reasonable prices) 
from all over the world. 

Walking from the gallery, one 
has the feeling of entering the 
well-cultured gardens of an 
English manor house. Clipped 
hedges, elegant rose bushes in 
full bloom stand in well-ordered 
design on green lawns that fall 
gently away from the mansion to 
the -trees.. Placed carefully to 
blend with this setting are the 
sculptures. 

Behind the gallery stands the 
most unusual work of all, called 
the Bee sculpture. 

“Artist Garnett Pruitt created 
a form of his wife Whendi in 
wax,’ said Laumeier curator 
Debra Reinhardt. ‘‘The statue 
was housed in a small building 
which became a giant beehive 
when Pruitt introduced a queen 
and some 100,000 honey bees.” 

The bees are currently creat- 
ing an elaborate comb on the 
wax, giving the -statue the 
appearance of a bearded lady 
wearing a cape. 

Beyond the lawns are thé 
neatly groomed woods. Paths 
“paved’’ with wood chips have 
been cut in many directions, 
winding up and down the hills of 
Laumeier’s 20 acres. Arrows

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Blues make two-year deal 
with Brentwood Ice Rink

St.Louis Blues coach Jacques 
Martin went shopping for a new 
practice facility and came away 
‘with the Brentwood Ice Rink. 

The Blues are committed to 
having a harmonious agreement 
with all the community rinks, 
but conditions at Affton Ice Rink 
— mainly a lack of heat — man- 
dated a move. 

Blues president Jack Quinn 
‘and Tom Divan, Brentwood 
director of parks, Thursday 
signed a two-year agreement by 
which the rink will become the 
practice home of the hockey 
team starting immediately. 
Financial terms of the agree- 

ent were not disclosed. 

Affton officials had no com- 
ment, 

The- Blues had practiced at 
Affton for the past six seasons. 
Prior to that, under ownership 
by Ralston Purina Co:, the 
team’s practice home was Bren- 
twood. 

Under the agreement, capital 
improvements will be made to 
‘the existing structure. The con- 
pcession ‘area will be relocated, 
ratid the existing locker rooms 
rwill be enlarged to meet Nation- 
al Hockey League standards 
Some existing walls will be torn

down, creating more open corri- 
dors and space. 

In making the move, the Blues 
were reluctant to cause any hard 
feelings with Affton. They will 
continue to conduct clinics at 
Affton and center Doug Gilmour 
will conduct his hockey school 
there. 


“We had a wonderful experi- 
ence and a fabulous relationship 
with the people at Affton,” said 
Blues vice-president and director 
of ublic relations Susie 
Mathieu. “‘We are working out a 
workable program with Affton to 
cover financial losses they might 
incur. 

“But it was a matter of cli- 
mate control. The building is not 
heated and players couldn’t stay 
longer than mandated practice 
time. We want to take away all 
the crutches we can.” 


Affton added insulation to the 
facility but that seemed to com- 
pound the problems. 


“That was a-major concern of 
our coach,”’ Quinn said. ‘‘Bren- 
twood is heated, Brentwood is 
ideally located to [-170, the air- 
port and the Arena. We negotiat- 
ed for four to six weeks to make 
an agreement. We will be at 
Brentwood for the reasonable 
future.””
